MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 5th February, 1992 

S.O. 120(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of sec¬ 
tion 137 of the National Sedurity Act, 1986 (47 of 1986), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby directs ;— 

(1) that the powers stipulated and duties imposed on a police officei 
under sections 41(1), 46, 47, 48, 49, 51(1), 52, 102, 149, 150, 151 
and 152 the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (2 of 1974), maj 
be conferred on cveijy member of the National Security Guard, 
provided that where officers and Assistant Commanders of Natio¬ 
nal Security Guard arc accessible, such powers conferred ant 
duties imposed shall only be exe r cised and complied with on then 
specific instructions; and 

(2) that the powers stipulated and duties imposed on a police officer 
under sedtion 129 of tfa Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (2 o! 
1974), may be conferred on every member of National Security 
Guard holding the rank of Assistant Commander Grade II anc 
above; 

Provided lurlher that such powers conferred and the duties imposec 
under clauses (1) and (2), shall only be exercisable on active duty 
as defined in section 2(1) (a) of the National Security Guard Act, 
1986. 
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
